ration of the whole world, becauſe 
it was fixed & immoveable almoſt 
(lixteen moneth) with rare large 
and exact Mathematicall Inſtru- 
ments, after .peruſall of 30. ſeyeral 
Authors and Books, . written by 
men of ſeyeralnations of the effe&s 
and quality of that new ftar, him- 
ſelf wrote a large Treatiſe thereof, 
and of his own accurate Obſervati- 
ons and Aſtrological predittions 
thereotz wherein (with much ho. 
nour ) he mentions that prophecy 
of Sybilla Tiburting terming it.

By the judgement of this Tycho 
Brahe, and many other of the moſt 


exquilite Aſtronomers; This new 
ſtar ſeems by Divine Power, to be

* | his Syb:l's Prophecy, both whoſe 


unanimous Concurrence made it 
evident, that the beginning of the 
moſt turbulent Changes in Exrope, 
ſhould be occaſioned from the 
North 5 which T_ (tis agreed by 
moſt) are intended not onely in the 

ſaid Prophecy, but alſo by that glo- 
rious new Star, and all other the 
Stars and Comets fince appearing. 

This was ſuch a ſtar as no Hiſt 
ry relates the like. Hyperchas men- 
tioneth one, two generations be- 
fore Chriſt, which was not vertical 
tothe Northern People , but this 
was verticall and appeared over 
their heads, 

Of this ſame opinion was Corne. 
lizs Gemma , in his Aſtrological 
judgements given upon this new 
Star, in his ſecond book of Coſmo- 
crit, printed 1575, p,113, where 
he aſlignes theſe Countries to re- 


ccive the influence of that Cadle- 
ſtia! 
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ſtial Star, viz. England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, &*c. Grebnerus hath 
ſomewhat conducing to our pur+

Concerning Wars, troubles, and 
Changes in tbeſe Countries, what 
hath come to paſle, we need not re.

Juſtre unto 1t, which may be in- 
terpreted as an argument of the 
Heavens auſpicious aſpect upon 
his Majeſties undertakings, and 
that the Sun of Righteouſneſle 
with healing undefShis wings 
will ſmile upon him,and ſhew the 
light of his Countenance upon 
his Enterprizes,and give thereunto- 
happy ſucceſles, 

. This vernall Figure of Heaven: 
promifeth to his Majeſty ampli. 
tude of highelt honour and au. 
thority, and that neither dome. 
ſtique Conſpiracies, nor Forraign 
Oppofitions ſhall be able to pre- 
yent or reſtrain the ſweet and 
\miling Influences of the heavenly 
bodies, 
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bodies, which promile' him vi- 
Rorious ſucceſle. 

And happily it may not be un- 
worthy our taking notice, that 
theſe Pleiades appear'd at Mid. day 
and in the ſpring, the Month cf 
May the pleaſanteſt time of the 
Year, being that time and month 
of our Soveraigns Nativity hence 
I obſerve that the Starts ſignifie 
his Majeſties eminent appearance 
by divinedefſignement, happeneth 
to bein or about the Meridian of 
his Age, the thirtieth year of his 
Majelties Age, at which time his 
Majeſties coming, is with a ſweet 
& comfortable Conqueſt of Love 
over his peoples Hearts, and 'ris 
well worth oor joy and notice, 
that his Majeſty returns Trium- 
phing, not ſo much over, as with 
his people; And I am confident 
his Majeſty conceives it a greater 
Honour and Felicity in ſaving 
theſe ſinking Kingdomes, then he 
would 
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would in gaining new ones; And 
that it 1s, yea and will bea greater 
content to his Majeſty, then any 
Plots of projeting councellors 
would have been, were they at the 
ends of their Deſigns, Bat this is 
the Lords doing, the work of the 
Divine hand 3 Digitns Dei, and 'tis 
wonderful in our Eyes, and ought 
tobe wonderful joy and thank- 
fulneſſe in our Hearts. 

The number thirty, a trigonow

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By the ſame radiation and num- 
ber the Solſtice is diſtant from 
Winter and the Winter #quino- 
Giall from Summer; all which 
are done by ſeven Stars : there 
are ſeven Circles in Heaven ac- 
cording to the longitude of the 
axletree > there are ſeven Stars 
greater or leſſer, about the Artick 
pole, called Charles wains ſeven 
Stars called the Pleiades, ſeven . 
Planets, according to ſeven dayes 
conſtituting weeks. Why may 
not the principal and moſt proſpe- 
rous powers of thoſe ſeven Pla- 
nets, by the Influence of the ſeven 
Stars of the Artick pole Charles 
wain, and the Pleiades,be ſignified, 
to have their influences and ope- 
rations upon the actions and pro- 
ceedings of our great Septentrio» 
na] Star (who for his prudence, 
valour and piety ( which 1s the 
beſt policy) may betraly termed 
the Lyon of the North or great 
Northern Monarch. E 4 It 
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It is alſo applyed to Satwrn,Pla- 
netaru mPprimus deorum antiqui(ſt- 
mus,which aſcendiag from the lo- 
wer is the 7th. Planet 3 which be 
tokens reſt, to which the ſeventh 
day is aſcribed { on which our 
Cbarlemain was born as before is 
ſhewed preſaging reſt to theſe 
Nations during | his Majeſties 
Reign;) w hich ſignifies the ſeven 
thouſandth, Wherein { as St, John 
in the Revelation witneſleth) the 
Dragon, which 3s the Dive!!, "and 
Satan, being bound , men ſhall be 
quiet and lead a peaceab/e Life. 

Why may not this be applyed 
ro the time of the Reign of our 
Charlemain the Second ? The ſe- 
venth day, the Creatour reſted 
from his work, whereforethis day 
was by Moſes called the Sabboth,

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tudes in the 5th. of St. Matthew to 
be conferr'd upon his Majeſty 5 
Some Roman Authors ſeem to 
aftirm, that the Star appearing 
upon the Birth of our Saviour was 
nota ſingular but an heapof Stars, 
deducing their opinion fro n one, 
Albumuzar an Arabian,Philitian, 8 
Altrologer averring it to be that 
ſign inthe Zodiak calld virgo, the 
wich virgin is compoſed of fo ma- 
ny Stars as may aptly pourtray, 
Virginem , geſtantem inter brachia 
filium, a Virgin bearing an infant 
12 her Armes, and ſo have thought 
that to be this Star 3 perhaps from 
the Prophecy of our Sybilla Tibur - 
tina, who when Auguſtus boaſted 
of his ſuper-human Majeſty,ſhew-

portantem, A Virgin in heaven bea-» 
ring a young Child in her Arms 3

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King Charls the II: 33 
worlhip him, to this St. Chryſo- 
ftom is produced as a witnels who 
ſays thus 3 this Star appeared 
to them deſcending upon that vi- 
Qorial Mountain having in it the 
form of a little Child, and above 
him the ſimilitude of a Croſle. 

What credit may be given to 
thoſe opinions I diſpu.e not, the 
Morall and Divine applications 
thereof may be profitable tor the 
ſpiritual health of the Soul touch= 
ing Faith in Chriſt our Saviour; 
but tis moſt probable, that by this 
heap of Stars at his Majeſties Nas 
tivity appearing, heaps of happi= 
neſs & accu'nuiation of comforts 
are ſurely preſaged ro his Majeſty 
and all his faithful Jliedge people 
in & through his bleſſed Govern- 
meat, and by plurality of Stars 
Celeſtiall, piurality of proſperity 
to the State terreſtriall under his 
Majeſties Dominion. 

That thoſe Obſervations tou-

ching the Numbersof 3 and 7. in 
the Pleiades, ſeven Stars or Charls 
wain,and other numbers (whereof 
1T.ention before is or may be here- 
after made) may not be thought 
tedious or impertinent 5 It will 
not be unworthy our taking no- 
tice, that as amongſt the Celeſtiall 
payixere, the Stars of Heaven are 
reckoned among the moſt excel- 
lent Characters of the Divinity, 
Power, wiſdome and Glory of the 
Creator, in that they are written 
and engraven with the finger of 
God himfeHe ( the Father of 
Lightsz ) @uibas inviſihilia Dei 
intelliguniur, ac providentur, ipſaq; 
eterna ejas potentia, quibus gloria 
Dei enarratur : So not onely the 
moſt eminent Philofophers do 
unanimouſly teach, bur alſo ma- 
ny Catholique Divine Dottors 
eſpecially Hierom, Auſi;n, Origen, 
Ambroſe, Gregory Nazianzen, Atha- 
"aſia, Bede, and Many more con- 
Y firm, 
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firm, That there lies wonderfull 
Efficacy and rare Vertue 1a Num- 
bers. Severin Boethixs ſaith, that 
all ihings which were firſt made 
by the nature of things in the firſt 
Age, ſeem to be formed by pro- 
portion of Numbers for this was 
the principall pattern in the mind 
of the Creator, Hence is bor- 
rowed the number of Elements, 
hence the courſes of Times, hence 
the motion of the Stars, and the 
revolution of the Heaven and the 
ſtate of all things ſubſilt by the 
uniting together of Numbers; 
which are therefore endowed 
with great and ſublime vertues. 
All ſpecies of natural and ſuper- 
natural things are joined together 
by certaine Numbers 3; which 
made Pythagoras lay, that Num- 
ber 1s*that by which all things 
conlilt, ec. 

If there be {5 many great and 
occult vertues in natural thiags of 
manifcſt 
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manifeſt operations, It is no won- 
der that there ſhould be in Num- 
bers much Greater and more oc- 
cult, and alſv» more wonderfull 
and efficacious 3 Foraſmuch as 
they are more formall, more per- 
fet and naturally in the celeſtials, 
not mixt with ſeparated ſub - 
ſtances 3 but haviag the greateſt 
and moſt ample commixio1 with 
the Idz3's in the miad of God, 
from which they receive their 
proper and molt efficacious ver- 
tues3 and ſo are of moſt force 
and conduce molt to the obtai- 
ning of ſpiritual and divine Gifts. 
Proclys ſaith, that nuinber hath 
alwaies a being : yet there is ſe- 
veral ſorts of Natgres of Num« 
bers3 there 1s one in voice, ang- 
ther in the $-gg mien ct them, 
another 1n the Soul and Reaſon, 


and another in Divine things. 
Themiſtius Boethius, and Aver- 
roisthe Babylonian, together with 
Plito 
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Plato, doſo exrol numbers, that 


they think no mancaa bea trne 
Philoſopher without them. But 
they ſpeak of a rationall and 
formall number, not of a mate- 
rial), ſen{t1ble or vocall, the num- 
ber of Merchants, buying and 
ſellingz of which the Pythagort- 
ans, Platoniſts, and Auſtin make 
no reckoning , but apply it to 
the proportion reſulting from it, _ 
which number they call natural, 
rationall, formal), from which 
great myſteries flow, as well as 
in natural, as divine heavenly 
things. By this (ſay theſe and 
other profound Phzloſophers ) is 
there a way made, for the ſear- 
ching out and underſtanding of 
all things knowable. By it the 
next accelle to naturall prophe- 
cying is had 5 and the 4bbot 
Joachim proceeded no other 
ways in his prophecies, but by 
formall nnmbers.

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This Digeflion is made on 
purpoſe, if it may be to prevent 
thols Objections which may 
be raiſed againſt Obfervatt- 


ons upon Numbers, wherein 


(if ſome of the moſt Learned 
not onely Philoſophers, but di- 
vines may be believed) are many 
occult vertues, and diftin& my. 
ſteries both divine and naturall ; 


But it muſt be remembred that . 


what hath been ſaid touching 
numbers or {ball be ſaid touch- 
ing the powers thereof, is not 
meant of vocal or Merchants 
numbers, but of rationa], formal 
and natural; But ſome divine 
and philoſophical Authors af- 
firm, that he which knows how 
to join together the vocal num- 
bers, and natnral with divine, 
and order them mto fome har- 
mony, may-happily be ab'e ty 
know and work wonderfull 
things by numbers, The Pytha- 


gorta 1s 
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gorians profeſſe they can prog- 
noſticate many things by the 
numbers of Names 3 In which 
truly, if there did not lie a great 
RRnTy wey hath St.John1n the 
Revelation ſaid Cap. 13. 47. 18. 
Hic [apientia efi, qui babet intelle- 
dum computet numerun beſtie, nu- 
tmerus enim hominis eff, He 
which hath underſtandipg let 
him compute the number of the 
name of the Beaſt, which is the 
number of a man; And this 
was the moſt famous manner of. 
computing amongſt the Hebrews 
and Cabalifts; and happily may 
beat this day 1a theſe times, a 
more certain way and courſe for 
con jecturall calculations, then 
many, yea moſt of our late A- 
{trologers have found out, at leſt 
expoſed to publick teſt 3 whoſe 
miſerable miſtakes and groſle 
Errors, have ſomewhat impea. 
ched the repttation of their ſci- 
ence 
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ence, and left ſome blemiſh upon 
ſome of the reputed principal 
profeſſors thereof, which I ſpare 
to ſpecifie,choofingſilence rather 
then taunting aſperſions, know- 
ing that although tis ſaid andſo 
the verſe begins with aſtra re- 
gunt homines, yet it concludes 
thus, ſed regit a(ira Deus, and 
what mortal is there, that keeps 
the key of the Almighties Cabi- 
net, or hath known his mind 3 
and conſidering as a man, that 
Humanumn eſt Errare, 

But to return to the conſide- 
ration of the number Seven, the

| by praiſes & prayers as ſaith the 
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Prophet ſeven times a day do I 
praiſe thee,ſhewing his gratitude 
for Gods goodneſs, &c, A good 
pattern for a pious K. tis anum=- 
ber of revenge, as in Scripture of- 
ten appears,Cain ſhall be reveng- 
ed 71d; & the Pſalmiſt ſaith, ren- 
der Nerghbors ſeven-fold into their 
boſom, their reproach, &c. Signi- 
fying his Majeſty ſhall be ena- 
bled to take a ſeven-fold revenge 
of his Enemies, God will give 
power ſo todo. Tis a number 
conſecrated to the Holy Ghoſt, 
which the Prophet Iſaiah de. 
ſcribes to be ſeven-fold accord- 
ing to his gifts (viz. )the ſpirit of 
wiſdom and underſtanding, the 
ſpirit of council and ſtrength, 
the ſpirit of knowledge and ho- 
lineſle, and the ſpirit of the fear 
of the Lord, which wereadia Z «-
